SHORT TERM PROPAGATION FORECAST 
AUGUST 1981 

Solar activity has begun to show some Signs of reviving with solar fluxes 

around the 190 level at the end of June. However, we need to see some 
additional action soon or the seasonal and monthly averages will fall below levels 
normal for this part of the solar cycle. VHF enthusiasts (WB2LNR) should take note 
the beginning of the summer-fall major shower season with the Perseids which will 
peak around August 11. Since E-sporadic is often the result of meteoritic deposits 


in the upper Atsoephere be sheared by E-layer winds, expect some eine f 
to be evident during ‘the first half of August. Look for solar flux minima 1480) 


level Aug. 1-2, 5x6, 13-1) and maxima Aug. 9-11. The most geomagnetically active days 
man be ih 8-10, The least geomagnetic activity (quiet?) days should be Aug. 2-7

Many of you have asked how these predictions are made. We use modified 
versions of George Jacobs and Dr. Theodore Cohens data, preliminary geophysical data 
supplied by David Meisel, Lee Wical, all noted Astrophysicists, and the Space 
Environment Service Center in Boulder Co., plus my own generated program that is 
based on “historical data" gathered over the last 20 years. Then we gather a few 
bat-wings, salamanders, horned~toad frogs, a Voo Doo doll, go into a dark room 
and then come out with our forecast. Good Luck
